EDITORTAL 


It has occurred to your editor that _in all the talk about the Federal IAbrary 
Services Act and the extension of library service, we have neglected to state 
clearly the two alternatives that arise for the coming library development of 
Montana. Nothing in life is ever statios we go either forward or backward. 
Library extension in Montana is on the move and it is up to you to which way 
it goes. Your editor hopes that you will read carefully what follows, and think 
about it long and svriously, for Montana is truly at a crossroads and what hap- 
pens in the next one or two years will set the pattern for a long time to come. 


There are two principal ways of extending library service to areas not now cov— 
ered, and improving the service already established. One is by a federation of 
libraries in a given area, whereby the strongest one will handle the acquisition 
and processing of books. and other library materials for the whole federation on 
contract, leaving to the smaller community libraries that prime function of all 
true librarians - of getting books and people together. In this way the litver 
ian in the small community is able to do the creative work which most of %: 
openly long for, without being hampered by housekeeping chores. Under 7.:5 
method, all the libraries keep their autonomy, all of them remain the commuriiy 
centers that libraries should be, and all of them can grow with their communitics, 
This is the plan recommended by the Librarians' Advisory Committee to the ©’ate 
Library Extension Commission, the one favored by the Commission and the one now 
being instituted through the library extension demonstrations. Until all areas 
of the State are covered, the SLEC will continue to serve where needed. Even- 
tually it will be an administrative and advisory office, except for areas where 
there are no libraries, and such communities will continue to be served wath books 
from the Commission. This is the way of local control. 


The other way of extending library service envisages a strong Extension Com- 
mission which will give service to all areas of the State, whether or not there 
is a local library. The result of this plan would be the undermining and prob- 
ably the eventual loss of many small community libraries. For obviously if the 
Commission will serve a community directly, there will be little or no local sup- 
port for the public library; and so the library will either stagnate or even go 


out of existence entirely. This plan does not have the support of Commission 
members. 


WHICH DO YOU WANT IN MONTANA? The Advisory Committee to the Commission and the 
Commission itself believed you would prefer the first, but unless you support 
this first plan, you are certain to end up with the second.

REPORT 
ON LIBRARY SERVICES 
Dear Lesley: 


Thanks for the opportunity to tell 
people what we are doing through 
the pages of the MONTANA LIBRARY 
QUARTERLY. It is impossible to com- 
municate directly with each librar- 
ian in Montana, and I guess they 
must all be wondering what is going 
on. 


Of course, the thing that has kept 
us really busy since June is pre- 
paring for the funds to be received 
from the Federal Services Act. This 
bill, as you know, passed the Con~ 
gress and was signed by the Presi- 
dent in June. Unfortunately, it 
got to the appropriations committee 
so late in the session that it re- 
ceived only a part of the sum the 
original bill in Congress had pro- 
vided, but each state will receive 
$40,000 this year, and the full 
appropriation will be sought early 
in the session when Congress con- 
venes this winter. 


In the meantime, there have been 
all kinds of plans thought up, con- 
Sidered and discarded before any 
was adopted. A consultant com 
mittee, consisting of the chairman 
of the MSLA Library Development 
Committee, the president of MSLA, 
another public librarian, yourself 
as editor of the Quarterly, and me 
with Kathleen Campbell as consult- 
ant, worked long and hard all last 
year, examining plans which other 
states had formulated and gradually 
coming to the conclusion that the 
only answer was area-wide service, 
not however in huge regions, but 
smaller, with each library keeping 
its own autonomy and authority, and 
the main feature centralized order- 
ing, cataloging and processing of

books, which are to be owned by the 
individual libraries but available 
for use in the region. The funds 
are to be used in getting these 
federations of libraries into act- 
ivity, providing the necessary cler- 
ical and professional assistance, 
paying for travel expenses, for 
conferences, for additional books 
and materials, and where it seems 


_ practical, the use of bookmobile 


service. The hope and expectation, 
of course, is that these federations 
of libraries can continue under 
their own steam when the federal 
funds are no longer available. The 
California State Library has done a 
study of centralized technical ser- 
vices, and states that a saving of 
20% is possible through this plan. 
This 20% saving could well pay the 
central library for the services, 
and the additional books and mat-— 
erials received through the plan 
would make the federations attract- 
ive to the communities. 


No money has yet been received, but, 
as you know, Ellen Torgrimson and I 
attended the conference of western 
states in Sacramento where repre- 
sentatives of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, ap- 
proved our plan in substance. In 
fact, it has been highly commended 
and pointed out as an example to 
other states for its simplicity and 
practicability. No elaborate, ex- 
pensive situations will be set up, 
and therefore there is no danger of 
not being able to continue on local 
funds. The whole program is de- 
Signed to help libraries to do a 
better job on their own financial 
level, which they may reasonably 
expect to retain or improve. The 
amazing thing about this plan is 
the fact that it has looked so good 
to so many librarians that they want 
to get into it right away, funds or 
no funds. The Northwest Montana 
Federation of Libraries, made up of 
the libraries of Lincoln and Flat- 
head Counties, has already put out 
one shipment of books to each of its 
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corrcspondin; libdverics, complcto 
with catalog cards. This feature, 
alone, is most welcome to the lib- 
rarian of the small library who has 
been trying to serve her public, 
make community contacts, and do all 
the other things necessary in the 
small community, and at the same 
time catalog and process books and 
keep up with all the inevitable 
wear and tear,--all on a minimum of 


hours per week. Bookmobile service. 


for the rural areas in the two 
counties served by. any of the four 
librarics making up the Northwest 
Montana Federation will be added as 
soon as the funds arrive. 





In the Five-Valleys area around 
Missoula, lots of activity is in 
progress. Most spectacular achieve- 
ment is the complete redecorating, 
relighting and rearrangement of the 
Mineral County Library. This Com- 
munity project, planned and carried 
out by the -organizations and in- 
dividuals in the community with the 
newly organized Friends of the Lib- 
rary in charge, has converted a dark 
crowded, unattractive library room 
into a modern, light colorful, well- 
arranged library. The process has 
taken time, but it-.is well worth 
the effort. Mrs. Katherine Hardman, 
librarian, and Mrs. Robert Bemis, 
chairman of the executive board of 
the Friends, deserve the credit for 
putting this project over so satis- 
factorily. Similar projects aro 
under way inHamilton, Darby, Ranan, 
and are to be begun soon in Thompson 
Falls, if all goes well. I'm get= 
ting so well-known to the bus driv- 
ers taking these routes that they 
even ask how things are going out 
in these various libraries. Oh, 
and incidentally, Missoula County 
Public Library now has a Great Books 
program going very successfully, and 
will hold a story hour for children 
every other Saturday morning at 10 
A.M. Dick Darling, teacher of lib- 
rarianship at MSU is the story- 
teller. A showing of local art is 
also in prospect. — : 





It is our hope to have these fed- 
erations running smoothly before we 
move to Helena, so that we can take 
advantage of our present location 
here :in western Montana. By the 
time we move to Helena, we will be 
ready to undertake projects in the 
central and eastern parts of the 
state. In fact, Alma Jacobs is al- 
ready cooking up something for the 
central part of the state, and we 
can confidently expect that other 
librarians will be having ideas for 
serving those areas which can be 
reached from their libraries with 
economy and practicability. 


There is nothing rigid about the 
planning that we have done for the 
various areas. As everyone has 
been frequently reminded, the only 
strings on the federal funds are 
that you can't build buildings, you 
can't reduce your budget in antici- 
pation of the federal money, and 
the state agency has to administer 
the funds. The over-all state plan 
is adaptable to modification, and 
will be applied in conformity with 
local situations. Both regions now 
ready have held meetings at which 
citizen opinion and local interest 
were expressed very vehemently, and 
the planning for those regions is 
the outcome of local ideas. In 
other words, this project is a real 
grass-roots affair, not imposed from 
the state office, but growing out 
of local ideas and needs. Every 
part of Montana desiring to get: in+ 
to this program should be given the 
opportunity in the next five years. 


Here's a map which shows roughly 
what.. we are doing and how far we 
have gone. I hope everyone under- 
stands that if we haven't got over 
to see’ you yet, we will come as soon: 
as possible, but that we are trying. 
to get things set up to receive 
this money. The office of commis— 
Sioner of Education has been vacant 
Since Sept. 1, and a new person has 
just been appointed. We expect to 
receive our funds any day now, and 
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then we really will have something 
to go on. 


Much, much credit is due the librarian 
of the state who have had faith to 
go ahead even if the funds are not 
here yet. It takes courage-to per- 
sist when something long-awaited 
fails to materialize on schedule. 
but as it was said at the Great 
Falls meeting in July, Montana could 
go ahead with no money if necessary! 
It's the spirit that counts! —

LEGISLATIVE PROGRAM FOR THE MONTANA 
STATE LIBRARY EXTENSION COMMISSION 


The State Library Extension Commis— 
sion has undertaken an ambitious 
program to submit to the 1957 Gen- 
eral Assembly, but the provisions 
in the proposed legislation are 
essential if the Commission is to 
operate efficiently. 


First to command attention from the 
legislature is the 1957-59 biennial 
budget. The Commission is asking 
for $61,994.00 =- an increase of 
$19,080.00 over the present bien- 
nial budget of $42,914.00. However, 
included in this increase is an 
item of $7,200.00, or $3,600.00 an- 
nually, to cover the cost of serv= 
ices to blind readers in Montana, 
leaving an increase of $11,880.00, 
or only $5,940.00 a year for the 
normal operating expenses of the 
Commission. 


The Seattle Public Library is the 
U. S. Depository for braille and 
talking books for the states of 
Washington and Montana and the Ter- 
ritory of Alaska. Blind readers in 
this state have, for the past many 
years, received their books free of 
charge from the Seattle Public 
Library. While the actual books 
are free to readers, they must be 
serviced by staff of the Seattle 
Public Library, and this expense has 
been borne by the Seattle library. 
Montana has now been asked to carry 
its share of the expense in serv- 
icing. these books. The Seattle 
Public Library reports thatit serves 
more than 300 blind readers in this 
state at an approximate cost of 
$12.00 a person. Members of the 
Commission consider the additional 
¥7,200.00 in the budget for the 
coming biennium a legitimate and 
essential request. 


The next important matter to come 
before the legislature is the request 
for an appropriation from the Capitol 
Land Grant Fund to add a two-story 


annex to the Veterans and Pioneers 
Memorial Building in Helena, which 
will house Commission headquarters 
on the main floor and an auditorium 
on the second floor for the use of 
state groups and organizations. The 
estimated cost for this building is 
between $80,000 and $100,000. 


The Capitol Land Grant Fund con- 
sists of moneys realized from state 
lands, and these funds must be used 
for buildings on the Capitol grounds. 
The Commission will ask for an ap- 
propriation for the proposed addi- 
tion contingent upon the receipt of 
moneys in the Capitol Land Grant 
Fund in excess of bonded indebted- 
ness against the Fund. In request- 
ing an appropriation from this Fund, 
the taxpayers of Montana will not 
carry the burden of the building 
project. 


To add a wing to the Veterans and 
Pioneers building will mean a sav- 
ing in building costs since only 
three walls will have to be con- 
structed, and the basic installa- 
tions of wiring, heating, and air 
conditioning in the Veterans and 
Pioneers building will be utilized 
in the addition 


From July 1945 .until the spring of 
1956, the Commission enjoyed ade- 
quate and comfortable quarters in 


_the State University Library build- 


ing. However, in the spring when 
the remodeling program for the Uni-. 
versity library got under way, it 
became necessary to move the Com- 
mission headquarters to another 
building on campus -a building con- 
structed in World War I, which is 
now old and run — down and which is 
completely inadequate for Commission 
headquarters. 


The services of the Commission, in 
the last 10 years, have grown and 
expanded; it has served libraries, 
schools, and individuals in every 
county in Montana; and it has a big 
program ahead. In order to function 





adequately and efficiently, the 
Commission must be properly housed. 
Furthermore, the Commission should 
be located in the Capitol city 
along with other state boards and 
commissions. 


Finally,’ a bill to..amend Section 1 
of the present-. Commission Law will 


be préSented--to the legislature.--~- 


The revision~-reads:’ 


The state library extension 
commission shall consist of 
the state superintendent of 
public instruction and the 
director of agricultural ex- 
tension service at the Montana 
State College as ex officio 
members, five members to be 
appointed by the governor, who 
shall be residents of the state 
interested in libraries but 
not engaged directly in lib- 
rary work, amd a qualified lib- 
rarian from a public, county 
or regional library in Montana 
to be appointed by the gover- 
nor upon the recommendation 
of the Montana State Library 
Association. At no time may 
more than three of the -five 
appointed members be of. the 
same political party. Initial 
appointments of these five mem—- 
bers shall be for one, two, 
three, four and five year terms 
respectively; initial appoint- 
ment of the public, county or 
regional librarian shall be 
for five years. All appoint- 
ments thereafter shall be for 
five years and until a succes- 
sor is selected. After the 
expiration of these initial 
appointments no person may be 
appointed to serve more than 
two terms, but this shall not 
include appointment to serve 
out an unexpired term. The 
governor shall fill vacancies 
within sixty days by appoint- 
ment for the unexpired term. 
The members of the commission 
shall choose a chairman from 
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among their number to serve 
for two years, and they shall 
fill any vacancy in the chair- 
manship by election for the 
unexpired term. The members 
of the commission shall receive 
no compensation for their serv- 
ices except their actual ex- 
penses necessarily incurred in 
transacting the. business of 
the commission. The terms of 
the present members of the com- 
mission are hereby terminated. 


The Commission is asking the sup- 
port of the Montana State Library 
Association through its Legislative 
Committee of which Mrs. Leo Graybill 
is Chairman. Montana librarians 
will remember the outstanding job 
that Mrs. Graybill did for the Com- 
mission in the last legislature-- 

WE WON! With Mrs. Graybill's fine 
work again in the coming legisla- 
ture, together with the help of all 
the librarians in the state, the 
Commission hopes to report another 
"winner" in 1957. BUT THE COMMISSION 
NEEDS YOUR SUPPORT! 


The Commission is eager to give the 
best service possible to Montana, 
but there is a limit to what it can 
do unless it ‘has-adequate funds and 
staff.

(1575.1.) State library extension 
commission created. A commission is 








hereby created to be known as the 
state library extension commission. 
This commission shall consist of 
the librarian of the state univer- 
sity as chairman, the state super- 
intendent of public instruction, ex 
officio member, and three members 
to be appointed by the governor, 
who shall serve one, two and three 
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years respectively. As these terms 
expire, annually thereafter one 
person shall be appointed, for a 
term of three years. The members 
of said commission shall receive no 
compensation for their services ex- 


cept their actual and necessary 


traveling expenses.

(1575.2.) | Bmployment of secretary 





and assistants. The commission 
shall employ a secretary who shall 
be a trained and experienced lib- 
rarian, not a member of the com 
mission, for such compensation as 
the commission may deem adequate, 
and who shall perform the usual 
duties of a secretary and such 
other duties as may be assigned by 
the commission, to serve at the will 
of the commission. The commission 
may also employ such other assist- 
ants as shall be required for the 
performance of. the commission's 
work. In addition to their sala- 
ries, the secretary and assistants 
shall be allowed their actual ex- 
penses while absent from the com- 
mission office in the service of 
the commission.

(1575.3-) Powers and duties of the 





commission. The work of the com- 
mission shall be to give assistance 
and advice to all libraries in the 
state and to communities in the 
state which may purpose to estab- 
lish libraries, as to the best means 
of establishing. and administering 
such libraries, or improving estab- 
lished libraries, and aiding in the 
establishment of traveling librar- 
ies; the commission shall act as a 
state board of vocational standards 
and library examiners and perform 
all the duties of said board as 
provided in section 4565; obtain, 
each year, from all libraries in 
the state, reports showing the con- 
dition, growth, and development and 
such other facts and statistics as 





may be deemed of public interest by 
the commission; the commission shall 
make a biennial report to the gov~ 
ernor of the state on or before the 
first day of January covering the 
work of the commission, and incor= 
porating reports of libraries in 
the state.

(1575.4) Authorization of com 
mission to accept and administer 
funds or property from federal gov- 
ernment and other agencies. The 
commission is hereby designated a 
state library administrative agency 
and is empowered to accept and ad~ 
minister any moneys or property 
appropriated for or granted to it 
by any agency, public or private, 
for library service in the state, 
including the federal governmet, 
provided that the acceptance of 
such funds or property from the 
federal government does not entail 
any degree of federal control.

OUR PNLA REPRESENTATIVE REPORTS 


The first meeting of the Pacific 
Northwest Library Association Board 
of Directors for the year 1956-57 
was held at the Spokane Public Lib- 
rary, Spokane, Washington, October 
20, 1956 at 9 A.M. 


The first order of business was the 
appointment of a secretary. Mrs. 
Alma Jacobs, President, nominated 
Bea O'lahoney of the Great Falls 
Public Library staffto be secretary 
for the coming year. The board ap- 
proved this appointment. 


A letter was read from Miss Alice 
McClain, last year's PNLA secretary, 
thanking the Board and the associa- 
tion for the honorarium provided 
for the secretary. Minutes of the 
August 28, 1956 meeting, held in 
Pullman, Washington, were read and 
approved. 


Roman Mostar of the University of 
Washington Library presented the 
treasurer's report. There was con- 
Siderable discussion among board 
members as to how long the associa- 
tion can go on spending above its 
income. The most obvious solutions 
to the problem are either an in- 
crease in dues or a sizeable in- 
crease in membership, or possibly a 
combination of both. The board de- 
cided that for this next year the 
emphasis would be on an increase in 
membership. 


It had been recommended that this 
year's .Board set up a scholarship 
committee. After discussion it was 
decided to refer this to the Per- 
sonnel Administration Committee for 
study. The committee will be asked 
to recommend methods of administra- 
tion, means of financing, eligi- 
bility, etc. 


After Mrs. Jacobs had read a letter 
from Miss Lesley Heathcote, Montana 
State College Library, Bozeman, 
Montana, concerning available dates 
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for a possible PNLA conference at 
Bozeman in 1957 the Board decided 
to accept the dates September 5, 
and 7, 1957. This is to be a joint 
meeting with the Mountain-Plains 
Library Association and it was 
thought that the Bozeman locaticn 
would be a better location for this 
joint meeting than other suggesicd 
locations. 


It was pointed out that there is 
one more step needed to attain 
chapter status for PNLA in ALA. It 
will be necessary to poll all ALA 
members in the Pacific Northwos. 
area regardless of their membershn.p 
in PNLA. The secretary to the Board 
was directed to make this poll. 


A request from the Division of Work 
With Children and Young People for 
a stipulated amount to be provided 
for their division in the budget 
each year was denied on the grounds 
that it has not been PNLA policy to 
provide in the budget for continued 
activities of divisions. The sec- 
retary was requested to write to 
the division explaining this dec- 
ision and suggesting ways in which 
the division might raise its ow 
money. 


A rather long discussion took place 
concerning the collection of div-- 
ision dues by the PNLA secretary. 
When last year's Board proposed 
this to the Association at the 
Pullman meeting, it was the Boardi‘s 
intent that dues shoulc »5e collect 
ed in the same pattern as ALA dues. 
This would mean that PNLA dues 
would include enough to provide 
membership in one division. When 
the item was presented at Pullman, 
however, it was presented in such a 
way that the membership voted onl 
to authorize the PNLA Treasurer to 
collect division dues, if and when 
they are presented for collection. 
It is the opinion of some members 
of the Board of Directors that this 
method may financially weaken the 
divisions because they will no 
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longer have the responsibility for 
collecting their own’:-dues. If, 
however, PNLA dues were to be in- 
creased to include membership in at 
least one division of PNLA all mem- 
bers would then belong to one div- 
ision of their selection. This 
would also provide a steady, pre- 
dictable income for the divisions. 
On the ‘Yreasurer's recommendation 
the Board decided that the Treas- 
urer will collect only PNLA dues 
for this coming year. Next year, 
new forms will include space to 
check division membership and to 
include dues for that division if 
the member desires, 


The Board has been asked to set 
dates for the Golden Jubilee Con- 
ference in Seattle in 1959. They 
were also asked to select four days 
even though they may only use three. 
The Board selected August 31 through 
September 3 for this conference 
which will be held on the University 
of Washington campus. 


After a recess for lunch the Board 

went back to work to discuss plans 

for the Bozeman conference. None 

of thesc plans are as yet definite 

cnough to announce. The theme of 

conference, which will be "Books 

the World", does, however, 

some very intcresting possi- 

ies and it is to be hoved that 

will be a large Montana dele- 
sation in Bozeman next September. 


The rest of the afternoon was de- 
voted to the very difficult job of 
appointing committces. iilay I sug- 

t to those Montanans who may be 
asked to serve on FNLA Committees, 
that they make every effort to 
accept these appointments. In any 
case, it will be a great help to 
the President if replies are sent 
28 soon as possible.

Some years ago when I was quite . 


satisfied with the little routine 
ways I had for doing my work I hap- 
pened on an article in one of the 
library magazines about a librarian 
who was proud of herself for having 
spent over two hours and much mat—- 
erial mending a book. The author 
described the book as being patched 
up within an inch of its lifo and 
hardly recognizable, certainly not 
attractive. It happened that it 
was a title easily available in an 
inexpensive edition. The librarisn 
thought she was saving money be- 
cause the materials didn't cost 
much-—her time meant nothing. 


Enlightenment started that day and 
I hope it never stops for I con- 
tinually find areas in which to 
apply the principle that time must 
be considered in the total cost of 
any work. Leisurely sitting in our 
little cubicles serenely pasting 


book pockets while modern business 


methods pass us by is one of our - 


sad mistakes. 


Of course there are two extremes-— 
the librarian who putters around on 
merely routine work and the lib- 
rarian who will not stoop to pick 
up a brush or put away a book even 
though it would help in an emer- 
gency. In the large in-between 
field is where the possibility for 
increasing efficiency lies, for the 
two extremes have set mental pat- 
terns that do not allow of change. 


There are certain routine duties in 
every library that can be learned 
easily by any inexperienced person 
with average good sense and a de- 
Sire to do the work well. These 
might include pasting pockets and 
due slips, putting on plastic jack- 
ets, mending, putting away books 
and straightening shelves, checking 
books out and in, slipping books, 
routine typing, etc. In a library 
where there is more than one on the 
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staff careful planning for addi- 
tional help can resultin stretching 
the budget dollar greatly. The 
librarian is the highest paid staff 
member and if she takes her time to 
do work (except as busy work at odd 
times) that can be done by someone 
receiving one-fifth to one-half as 
much as she does, it is not sound 
economy. 


Now the paradox of this argument is 
that the librarian, for a good 
share of her time, should be doing 
work that cannot be labelled with a 
price. Library work is WITH AND 
FOR PEOPLE. The field of public 
relations is most important in our 
modern, busy life. Libraries have 
great competition for time and at- 
tention. Libraries have a chal- 
lenge, a cause--the future of our 
country will be greatly influenced 
by what our people read. Libraries 
must use every possible medium of 
publicity available, every method 
of allure imaginable, working WITH 
people. It takes creative thinking 
and working, many hours in the cir- 
culation department and with groups 
outside the library walls, advising 
and guiding readers, stimulating 
interest. Human relations being 
what they are the librarian rep- 
resents the library to many of her 
patrons. 


Clarity and organization in our 
records is important but if we lib- 
rarians spend all of our time on 
how a book is prepared for circula- 
tion instead of seeing that it gets 
into the hands of readers we are 
paying first-rate attention to 
second-rate things!

This is the year! You ask, "What 
year?" I answer, "Legislative year." 


We, as Friends of the Library have 
the distinct privilege of being 
able to help our libraries in a 
Legislative year. We, being inter- 
preters of libraries to the people 
can do a job which librarians and 
library board members can not 
do. Legislators are apt to feel 
when the afore-mentioned ask for 
money they merely have an ax to 
grind. We know that they don't. 
But what can one do when personally 
involved? We, on the other hand, 
can ask as a disinterested party 
and ask we must. 


We know that libraries must flour- 
ish. They are the bulwark of de- 
mocracy against allisms. An in- 
formed public can speak with au- 
thority and not get panicked. Where 
is information obtained better than 
between the covers of books? 


But there is much more involved 
this session than the general over- 
all need of supporting bills and 
appropriations for our State Lib- 
rary Commission, which is the res- 
ervoir for all of our l:ontana Lib- 
raries. There are three points 
which Friends must be able to talk 
and write about intelligently 


First - with the passage of the 
Rural Library Services Bill in Con- 
gress last year, each state must 
have matching funds in order to 
carry-on the demonstrations which 
the act makes possible. We must 
not let these funds go by the board 
just because Montana won't appro- 
priate enough to receive her just 
share. We need to match the Federal 
Funds available for us. 


Second - The State Commission is 
now housed in a tumbling down one 
time World War I barracks on the 
Missoula campus. The building is 
not fire proof and is utterly in- 
adequate. The state has funds which 
can only be used on State Capitol 
grounds. Dr. K. Ross Toole, Direc- 
tor of the State Historical Museum 
and Library is willing to grant the 
Commission proper housing if an 
addition can be built onto the 
liuseum. Thus without additional 
taxes this can be accomplished. 
It's the job of the Friends of the 
Library to inform the Legislators. 
Let them know that we are the 
squeaking wheel and badly need the 
axle grease stored in the State's 
warehouse. With about $100,000.00 
the Commission canhave a permanent, 
centrally located and thoroughly 
adequate home. 


Then here is the third point and 
perhaps the most important. At 
least you've got a powerful talking 
point. Surely you've heard about 
or perhaps have seen the "Talking 
Books" for the blind. Nothing gives 
greater enrichment to those with 
impaired vision than these do. I 
remember talking to an intelligent 
blind man shortly after Reves! 
"Anatomy of Peace" came off the 
press. From his comments it was 
evident that he was familiar with 
the book. When I asked him who had 
read it to him, he answered that he 
had had the record of the book from 
the Talking Book Library. Then he 
added, "I don't know how I could 
lead a normal life without that 
source of knowledge." 


What has this got to do with my 
third point? Everything. For many 
years we have been riding on the 
band wagon with the Seattle Public 
Library paying the fare. Through 
the courtesy of that library these 
records have been made available to 
the blind of Montana. They can no 
longer carry the burden. We should 
not expect them to. At the present 
cost of $12.00 per person annually, 
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we will need a budget of $3,600.00 
to provide for our 300 blind citi- 
zens. 


Therefore taking in all of these 
points and giving the Commission an 
adequate budget to operate and han- 
dle its obligations, we MUST inform 
our legislators that we need an 
annual appropriation of $30,994.02 
or $61,994.04 for the biennium. 


Please, begin informing your leg- 
islators AT ONCE. Don't procras— 
tinate. And if you do not have 
enough ammunition, talk matters 
over with your local Librarian or 
write to irs. Catherine Chadwick, 
Director of Library Service or Miss 
Ellen Torgrimson, the Secretary of 
the Montana State Library Extension 
Commission, Missoula.

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The Junior library at Lewistown has 
found the little pamphlet “Growing 
Up With Books" 200 books which every 
child should have a chance to read 
and enjoy, to be of interest to the 
children since all books available 
on the list have been placed on a 
special shelf. 
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A display of the books on the list 
of Sixty Years of Best Sellers 
clipped from the New York Times 
Book Review Section for October 14, 
1956, has created considerable in- 
terest at the Carnegie Public Lib- 
rary in Lewistown. Of the one hun- 
dred twenty books on the list ninety 
two have been preserved thru the 
years. 
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WESTERN WONDERLANDS, by John L. 
Blackford, is an unusual book re- 
cently published by Vantage Press, 
It is superbly illustrated with 
more than 110 photographs by the 
author and 37 by nine eminent cam- 
era artists. The book is a guide 
to bird habitats of the Western 
United States, birds of the deserts, 
stream borders, forests and moun- 
tains of the West. It discusses 
such naturalist's terms as "life 
zones", "forest layering" and nat- 
ure's program of "plant and animal 
succession" in detail. It gives a 
simple interpretation of the field 
of ecology--the study of the rela- 
tionship of living things to their 
environment. There has long been 
a need for such a volume. 


Mr. Blackford has lived in Libby, 
Montana for many years and has 
achieved a national reputation as a 
naturalist. Many of his unusual 
articles and photographs have ap- 
peared in the NATURE MAGAZINE and 
others. Libraires will find it an 
important addition to their nature 
collections.

LET THE GOOD BOOKS SHOW 





The shelves of two high school lib- 
raries that I recently visited were 
full, in fact they were crowded! 
But the vision certainly cmphasized 
the need of WiUDING. The super- 
intendent in one school was espe~ 
cially aware of the problem and he 
and his librarian sent us a call 
for assistance. His feeling was 
that wholesale discard and starting 
all over was probably the only 
answer. But as we worked through 
the shelves with the help of the 
Standard Catalog, he was amazed at 
the occasionally interesting and 
readable books that appeared out of 
the drabness. 


We checked on the books from two 
standpoints. One, was the book 
listed in the Standard Catalog or 
other dependable lists? Second, 
was the book in good physical con- 
dition or worth repair? Was it an 
attractive edition? We also con- 
Sidered what other materials on the 
same subject were available and the 
need in that particular community 
to retain or replace materials. Wo 
did not finish, but we did make a 
good start in developing a procedure 
for them to follow. 


In the other school we worked on 
the fiction shelves. Like murder 
mysteries? Thoy have them, Like 
Zane Grey? They have them. (all 
volumes) They too, had that prob- 
lem of accepting and rejecting 
gifts. Do not accept gifts with- 
out the privilege of weeding mate- 
rials that are not suitable for 
your collection. 


When you recognize the need of 
weeding, remember that you may 


proceed almost as though you were 
selecting books to order. If you 
need advice, ask another librarian. 
I am sure many school librarians 
would enjoy helpful supervision. A 
supervisor who would help, encour- 
age, and "back you up" as you 
progress would be welcomed. 


EXPLORING A NOW CDUCATIONAL FIELD 


How does the school library super- 
visor ensure the building up of a 
balanced collection of books in the 
libraries that make up the complex 
system he administers, and in each 
of the individual school libraries, 
adequate to their necds? What steps 
does he take to maintain the most 
effective service in each library, 
make the fullest use of the avail- 
able books and library facilities? 


These are the basic issues explored 
in a new book whose publication has 
been announced by the American Lib- 
rary Association: 


THE SCHOOL LIBRARY SUPSRVISOR (The 
School Library Supervisor. Harold 
Lancour, ed. American Library Asso- 
ciation. 104 pages. Paper. $1.75.) 
The school library supervisor is 
responsible for the administration 
of the libraries attached to a 
multi - school system, whether at 
state, consolidated or municipal 
level. For many large school sys- 
tems this has been an administrative 
necessity for many years. But with 
the rapid expansion of American 
school systems since World War II 
the problem has naturally taken on 
a much wider significance. 


The new book is a collection of ten 
papers presented at a recent Insti- 
tute of the University of Illinois 
Library School. It is the first 
comprehensive attempt to deal with 
the subject, and brings together 
the current thinking and practical 
experience of the national leaders 
in the field. The basic questions 
are approached through general 











treatments of library supervision, 
and through specific studies of the 
work in the main types of school 
library system.
